Wa live 
here at an altitude of 8,000 feet, 
and witliiti 2'i inilas of tti* divid- 
ing range, where the anuw la in 
plain view every dey in tba yaor. 
and one would naturally auppose 
the winters would be severe. They 
tell me uccaaiunaliy there i* what 
they call a aavara wintar bare, bbt 
I know from tha way tbay are da- 
snrihad t<> ma thay can not com- 
pare with out ordinary wintera 
ont there. 

Oaly ya#lafd«y I laok a tramp 
from early in tha iMffaiag ontil 
four in the afternoon camping 
with my huaband over the moan* 
taina, witboat any wrapa oa.

The GoTammant baa pntohaaad 
a tract of land oonsisting of about 
one hundred acres forfthis Post, 
and it was all cultivated in ooooa- 
nnta, and it la ft fina ovooftnut 
grove This ia a nioa country 
here, but every time we change 
stations «e have to learu a ditler- 
ent language, for thaaa people do 
not naa.the^same : language at all. 
Here on the Island of Samar there 
are three ditTerent languages Vi- 
sia, Tagalog aud Spanish, and 
wban yon gei tba thraa mixed it 
sounds like a combination bttweea 
a lUite and base drum. 

Well, here comes a couple uuw, 
and I will try and give yonr read- 
ers a description of them, as we 
see them from oaa d^ to ano- 
ther. 

"Mftrriadr Yea. Cloth as V 
Wall, both totftihar wear about 
enough drapery to wad a cratch. 
Sl'oes they never wear, and conee- 
(^ueotly leave a track like that of a 
half grown griasly baar. Tba man 
weara a bat about tbrat faat in di- 
ameter, and the general effect is 
that of a yearling calf uuder a 
ahad. Thfty are a little alim hea- 
ded, iaaifBifietBt lookinf pftople, 
with about aa much aspraaaion on 
their fHoes as a good sized mince 
pie, aud a good, true American 
oonlddoftwfty with ooa of tham 
just as <{uiok aa ha could the pie, 
and you know the majority of the 



Americans love miooe pie, 



but 1 



don't. We treat them the same as 
we wonld a minoa pia. 

As for this country its all right, 
but tlio people are all wrong: but 
in time to come they may change, 
and I will say tbia much, that if 
tba Amaricans can't change them 
there is no need of any other na- 
tion trying it. Some of them can 
be changed by talking to them and 
aooM MB ba ohftogad by th* water 
onra, sod if not that way the sol- 
diaia find other means of cliatig- 
ingthem. But as 1 have said be 
loia,ainoa tba oivil gotemment 
has control in the majority of the 
islaniis now, they have establish- 
ed schools, both Spanish and Am- 
erioan, andaome of them.aeem to 
learn qnita readily. 

We are stationed close to a very 
nice town of nftoiit ^^i^X) inhabi- 
tants and there is quite a little to 
ba aaan by going throogb the 
town, especially around the mar- 
ket, where they kee]) dried tisli, 
aud some that ar;* not dried, but 
smsUasif tbey were rotten. Yon 
eaa aaa all kinda of people arouad 
one of those nmrki^ts, hihI it is 
worth Heeitii;, to i, hut I tiiink thin 
trip here will salisly me; but still 

1 aojoy being bara. 
We bare a nioa bathing place 

here, and every inHti that's in the 
oonimaiid falls in line with his 
batuiag auit on and are than 
marched down to the baaok, and 
bathe for thirty miuutea before 
breakfast. And that every day iu 
the year. 

Well, Cbriatmaa ia near bare, 
aud I will close by wisliiuK all a 
Tierry Christmas and hapjiy New 
Year, as 1 am going to try to eo* 
joy myself among my little brown 
friends.
